he future President, son of a small-time politi- 

cian and systematically programmed to seek 

power, was a faithful cog in the Bay State 

G.O.P. machine when it was revealed to an ec- 

centric Boston millionaire that Calvin Coolidge 

was “a man of destiny.” Coolidge was advanced 

from Lt. Governor to Governor, and the adver- 

tising genius who invented Betty Crocker (and 

who would later write a best-selling depiction of 

Jesus as go-getter achieving success through His vision- 

ary grasp of good advertising) was commissioned to create 
Coolidge’s “national image.” 

Stage set, Coolidge’s break came in the form of the 
“Great Red Scare” of 1919. When the newly-organized 
Boston police force went on strike, he prevented the mayor 
(a Dem) from calling up the state guard until after law and 
order broke down. Workers lost their jobs while Coolidge — 
“the man who defied Bolshevism and won” — was nominated 
by his Party to run with Warren G. Harding, an Ohio hack 
with a good profile. 

Under their banner “A Return to Normalcy” (potent de- 
vice for the year in which bimbos first balloted and booze was 
banned, C.'B. DeMille glamourized indoor plumbing and 
home radios went on sale) the Harding-Coolidge ticket won 
in a record landslide, As President, Harding pimped for the 
favors of the Federal Government on a wholly unprecedented 
and blatant scale; while Coolidge’s enigmatic behavior in this 
wide-open atmosphere led wits to wonder if he had been 
“weaned on a pickle.” 


uddenly, on a yacht off the California coast, 
Harding dropped dead of “heart attack,” “‘shell- 
fish toxin,” or “something.” He was at the height 
of his popularity but it was only a year until the 
next Election. Later in the decade, many would 
speculate that Harding had committed suicide 
or even been “put to sleep” for soon after his 
death the lid blew off the “Teapot Dome” scan- 
dals to reveal his administration’s frenzy of in- 
fluence peddling. 

Harding’s demise caught the constitutionally-designated 
man in meditation at his father’s rural dojo. The elder 
Coolidge swore in the younger, both in their night-shirts. (A 
painting of this event was quickly executed, mass-produced 
and hung in homes). The new President moved to distance 
himself from the surfacing scandals and push the investiga 
tive burden into a congressional morass. Supported by the 
clandestine Ku Klux Klan (whose 5,000,000 members bill- 
boarded the Midwest and Southern Rim with “Keep Kool 
With Koolidge” signs) the new President was elected, 
swamping both the Dem John Davis and the “Bolshevik 
candidate” Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin. 

“The President shouldn’t do too much and he shouldn’t 
know too much,” Coolidge once told his p.r. man (or was it 
vice versa). Aside from the Harding cover-up, the official 
accomplishments of his regime were the KKK-supported 
Immigration Quota Act, the creation of federal radio police 
(the F.C.C.), the well-hyped construction of Boulder Dam 
and “Most important,” as Coolidge revealed to reporters in 
his last press conference, “minding my own business.” What 
Coolidge actually did — with greater sophistication than 
“nickle and dime” Harding — was to give war-profiteering 
capitalists total lebensraum. The real power in Laissez Faire 
Land with a reign that spanned three administrations, was 
Andrew Mellon. America’s third wealthiest fella, Mellon 
had been director of 60 corporations (controlling a sizeable 
piece of the steel, oil, coal action, a near monopoly on alumi. 
num and the state of Pennsylvania) when Harding ap- 
pointed him “Secretary of the Treasury.” Mellon subsidized 
his 7-year “permanent prosperity” with agricultural over- 
production and German war reparations, while the new 
science of advertising produced “‘a nation of avid, astonished 
and somewhat aimless consumers.” 


adio — the vunderful volksempfanger’ whose celes- 

tial voices cast their spells over entire populations — 

came into its own as a mass-medium under Harding. 

Though his use of it went no further than an occa- 

sional oration, there was some tentative radio-cover- 

age given to his doings (particularly his funeral). 

However, Coolidge’s first speech as President proved 

to be a revelation. Like Ruby Keeler in 42ND 

STREET he went out a chorine but came back a 

star. Over the air, the new President’s cool eschewel of bombast 

gave the startling impression of intimacy, the illusion of “straight 

talk” from Washington, and thus restored confidence in the 
Government. 

Quick to exploit his initial success, Coolidge made further 
broadcasts and established himself as an avant-garde radio per- 
sonality. Radio-listeners, accustomed to hearing his one-sentence 
assessments of topical concerns felt that “God was in His Oval 
Office —all’s right with the world, etc.” (See M-G-M classic 
THE NEXT VOICE YOU HEAR (1950) for magnificantly 
turgid exposition of this concept.) 

‘That year the President spoke on the radio 75 times (25 
more broadcasts than Hitler made in 1933) to reiterate his key

s contemporary pundits speculated on this “Genius 
of the Average,” Will Rogers — anther radio-created 
personality who had zenned in on the Show Biz fac- 
tor in American politics — wished that he “had a 
dollar for every good gag Cal pulled that went over 
some politician’s bean.” (Some were quite good. At 
an official breakfast Coolidge poured coffee and 
cream into his saucer. The guests followed suit and 
were waiting for the Chief to take the first sip when 

he placed the dish on the floor for his dog.) 

‘arly in 1928, on the most ambitious radio hook-up yet as- 
sembled, Rogers impersonated Coolidge without announcing it as 
such, His burst of Presidential gibberish produced a national 
confusion prefiguring “The War of the Worlds.” Coolidge cor- 

ectly saw this as a threat to his Dr. Strange-like mastery over 
his ectoplasmic form and soon after he announced “I do not 
choose to be a candidate for President in 1928.” This prudent de- 
cision was treated as though it were a national catastrophe. 

Picked up by admen and turned into the first bumper sticker 

slogan, Coolidge’s 12-word phrase generated hysterical specula- 

tion as to its real meaning until the day that Herbert Hoover was 
nominated to run on a platform of “Coolidge prosperity.” 


et THE 
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he tom-tom of radio not only presented Coolidge to 
the American people as their tribal leader, but cre- 
ated widespread interest in the “private life” of the 
Chief. When a reporter had asked Vice-President 
Coolidge what his hobby was, he received the frank 
reply: “Holding public office.” However, Coolidge’s 
celebrity as President made it necessary to manufac- 
ture some form of recreation for him. A North Da- 
kota lake was secretly stocked with tame trout, trap- 
ped in a designated area between steel mesh nets; and while off- 
camera Secret Service men baited his line and unhooked his fish, 
Coolidge appeared on page one as “America’s Greatest Fisher. 
man.” The President further made himself a good source of copy 
by his taste for posing in iconic get-ups, as a Cowboy or Indian 
Chief. The fact that he looked “‘acutely miserable, self-conscious 
and ashamed” only served to reiterate his Presidential majesty.

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ENTIRE TEXT OF COOLIDGES 
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eaving office in the rain, Coolidge’s last words as 
President were “Goodbye, I have had a very enjoy- 
able time in Washington.” Then he paused and re- 
marked, “A lot of people got wet today all right.” 
Destroying his presidential papers, Coolidge mar- 
keted a lengthy “autobiography” at five dollars a 
word. Enshrined in Massachusetts, the old master 
sat counting the Model-Ts that_pilgrimaged by, 
while contemplating the “Great Depression” that 
had engulfed his unlucky successor: “The final solution of un- 
employment is work.”
